REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 

Applicant files this request to give the Office a full opportunity for reconsideration of the 
patent term adjustment (PTA) for the above-referenced patent, as Applicant believes in good 
faith that 148 days of Wyeth-type "B Delay" has been double counted. 

On October 13, 2009, Applicant filed a request for reconsideration of PTA to request 
addition of 655 days of PTA due to B delay, and after accounting for 344 days of overlap plus 
requesting Office review regarding a possible reduction in PTA due to a supplemental response, 
Applicant requested a total of 1,260 days of PTA. On January 29, 2010, Applicant filed a 
Request for Recalculation of PTA (i.e., a Form PTO/SB/131). 

On March 15, 2010, the Office mailed a decision granting the October 13, 2009 request 
in part ("the First Decision"), adding 654 days of PTA for B Delay and subtracting 162 days for 
the supplemental response, thus changing the PTA for the above -referenced patent from 949 
days to 1097 days, for a net of 148 additional days of PTA. On April 21, 2010, the Office mailed 
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a decision in response to the Form PTO/SB/131 filed January 29, 2010, ("the Second Decision"), 
adding 310 days of PTA for an updated total of 1407 days. Applicant believes the 310 days 
added by the Second Decision include the net 148 days of PTA granted in the First Decision and 
the 162 days previously subtracted in the First Decision for the supplemental response. 

Applicant believes in good faith that the First Decision is correct, that the Second 
Decision is in error, and thus that the correct PTA for the above-referenced patent is 1097 days. 
Applicant files this request to give the Office a full opportunity for reconsideration on this point. 

Applicant believes no fees are due for this request. Nonetheless, Applicant authorizes the 
Office to charge any fees associated with this request to Deposit Account No. 132490.
